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Veterans Stadium 


The Eagles have called Veterans Stadium home since 1971 after previous stops at 
Municipal (now J.F.K.) Stadium, Connie Mack Stadium and Franklin Field. In their 
history, the Birds have also played home games at the Baker Bowl, Temple University 
Stadium, and Pittsburgh's Forbes Field during the 1943 season. 

Veterans Stadium, known throughout the country as “the Vet,” is one of the 
finest multi-purpose sports facilities in the country. Built on a 74-acre site in South 
Philadelphia, it is the gem of a sports complex that also includes a recreational park, 
mammoth J.F.K. Stadium which the Eagles still use for practice, and the Spectrum 
indoor arena, home of the Philadelphia Flyers and 76ers. 

The Vet, which opened during the Phillies’ 1971 season, was built at a cost in 
excess of $50 million. The Eagles, 76ers and Phillies maintain their executive offices in 
the stadium and it also serves as the home of the annual Army-Navy game. 

The first Eagles’ game at the Vet took place on August 16, 1971 when they 
downed the Buffalo Bills in a preseason encounter, 34-28. The first championship 
season win came at the expense of the New York Giants, 23-7, on October 24, 197]. 

In 11 previous seasons at Veterans Stadium, the Eagles have compiled a 46-37-1 
regular season record, including last year, The seating capacity for football is 
72,204 and the field is astro-turf, installed in the spring of 1982.

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EAGLES’ OUTLOOK 


In the past four seasons, only Dallas and Pittsburgh have won more games than 
the Eagles but last year's 10-6 finish w: Il somewhat disappointing as a follow-up 
to 1980's 12-4 NFC championship performance. Despite the less impressive finish, 
coach Dick Vermeil evaluated last year's squad as better than the one that played in 
Super Bowl XV. 

“We were a better football team but everyone evaluates whether you were a 
better football team on the basis of wins and lo aid Vermeil. “Just like I said last 
year at this time, we can be a better football team and not win as many games, For us 
to keep getting better on a win-loss basis and not just on a team basis, we have to 
upgrade our overall caliber of athlete with the top draft choices. They've made a 
tremendous difference in the last few years here. Two of them have been in the Pro 
Bowl.” 

Vermeil was speaking of linebacker Jerry Robinson and cornerback Roynell 
Young, two players who helped the Birds rank as the NFL's best defense last year 
when they limited opponents to league lows of 221 points and 277.9 yards of total 
offense per game. After building the league's stingiest defense with top draft choices, 
Vermeil opted to help the offense in the 1982 draft when the Birds selected four wide 
receivers, two tight ends and two offensive tackles with eight of their 11 choice . The 
coach is hopeful that top draftee Mike Quick, a wideout fron 
and second rounder Lawrence Sampleton, a tight end from T 
diate contributions to an offense that was effective but not partial 
year when the Birds led the NFC East in scoring with 368 points. 

Wilbert Montgomery and Ron Jaworski remain the keystones of the Eagles’ 
attack. Montgomery was healthy for most of 1981 and the results were predictable. 
He rushed for 1,402 yards, 4th best in the league and caught 49 passes for 491 
additional yards. “He is the Eagles’ best football player,” says Vermeil. Depth behind 
Montgomery is provided by Billy Campfield, a sure-handed receiver out of the 
backfield, and versatile Louie Giammona. 1981 victim of knee miseries. Young 
Calvin Murray and former Packer Steve Atkins are other halfback candidates. 

The returning starter at fullback is Hubie Oliver, a 10th round draft surprise last 
year who took over when injuries ended the seasons of previous starters Leroy Harris 
and Perry Harrington. Those two will return to compete with Oliver along with 
veteran short yardage specialist Booker Russell. 

Quarterback Jaworski couldn't match his 1980 statistical performance when he 
was the NFC’s top-rated passer, but he still threw for 3,095 yards last year and 23 
touchdowns and has won more games as a starter than anyone with the exception of 
Pittsburgh's Terry Bradshaw since 1978. Joe P cik returns as a seasoned backup. 

Harold Carmichael remain: Jawors favorite target after catching 61 passes for 
1,028 yards and eight touchdowns in his 10th NFL campaign. Ex-Ram and Charger 
Ron Smith is the early choice to start at the other wideout spot although vets Rodney 
Parker, Wally Henry and Alvin Hooks also return. Joining first pick Quick in the 
competition will be 6th choice Curt Grieve, 9th rounder Tony Woodruff and L1th 
pick Ron Ingram. 

John Spagnola is expected to replace the departed Keith Krepfle at tight end 
although Sampleton and 3rd round pick Vyto Kab have the respective speed and bulk 
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to also be factors there. Steve Folsom is a returning reserve at the position. 

The offensive line that opened the way for the second best rushing season in club 
history and allowed only 22 sacks features a good blend of youth and experience. Pro 
Bowler Jerry Sisemore at right tackle and All-NFC center Guy Morriss anchor a 
forward wall that includes 11th year offensive tackle Stan Walters and a pair of young 
guards, Steve Kenney and Ron Baker. Pete Perot, a 1980 starter at left guard, returns 
to compete for his old job as does last year’s number two pick, Dean Miraldi, who 
spent the entire season on the injured reserve list. Center Chuck Commiskey, last 
9th choice, also returns from injured reserve while this year’s draft produced 
les Jim Fritzsche and Rob Taylor on the 8th and 12th rounds, respectively. Tackle 
Frank Giddens and center Mark Slater are returning backups and the latter snaps in 
punting situations, 

Defensively, the Eagles feature four Pro Bowlers in the 
should guarantee that the Birds will again be a contender in pos: 
competitive division, the NFC East. 

“Tt will be tough for the defense to duplicate the stats of la: Vermeil, 
“although I do believe that, barring injury, we can improve our overall defensive 
performance because we have enough positions that can be played better by our 
returning veterans.” 

The strong defensive line is anchored by three-time Pro Bowl starter Charlie 

Johnson at nose tackle and on the outside by right end Carl Hairston, a solid veteran 
who is still awaiting the recognition that Vermeil feels he deserves. The returning left 
end, Dennis Harrison, is expected to be challenged by last year's number one draft 
choice, Leonard Mitchell, whose rookie development was slowed by injuries. Also 
expected to mount a strong starting bid at nose tackle is fiv vet Ken Clarke. The 
Eagles used a 7th round draft choice to select SMU nose tackle Harvey Armstrong. 
Quick defensive end Greg Brown was @ 1981 free agent find as a pass rush specialist 
and should be improved after gaining a year of playing experience. 
The deep and talented linebacker corps got a “best ever” season last year on the 
le from Pro Bowler Frank LeMaster, whose 133 total tackles tied fellow inside 
sker Al Chesley for team honors. At right outside linebacker, Jerry Robinson 
played well enough to be voted into his first Pro Bowl game while vets John Bunting 
and Reggie Wilkes are expected to compete for 1982 starting honors after splitting 
time there in 1981. Ray Phillips returns valued reserve along with young Mike 
Cureio while the draft produced Anthony Griggs from Ohio State on the 4th round. 
Veteran Steve Wagner will again try to convert to linebacker from strong safety after 
spending all of last year on the injured reserve list, 

Roynell Young, a starter in the Pro Bowl after his second season, heads a secon- 
dary that ranks among the best. A solid run defender, he also picked off four passes

among defensive backs. Herman Edwards at the right corner is recognized as one of

Additional depth is provided by cornerback Richard Blackmore, safety John Sciarra 
and 5th round draft pick Dennis Devaughn. 

The kicking and punting games are solid with the return of Max Runager and 
Tony Franklin. F klin kicked for 101 points and converted 19 of 27 field goal 
attemp ty yards and Runager enjoyed his best season, averaging 
40.7 yards with a net punting average of 34.9. The Eagles hope to improve on kickoff 
and punt returns in 1982 after an inconsistent 1981. 

“T'd like to believe that we can continue to be a better football team but when I 
say that I leave myself wide open from past experience because everyone evaluates 
whether you're a better football team on the basis of wins and Ic sums up 
Vermeil. “Your record is many times determined by your schedule and our schedule 
will again be difficult. Barring injuries, I can’t see us being anything but better but 
with the schedule we play, you just never know.”

Owner and President 


Entering his 14th season as the chief executive officer of 
the Eagles, Leonard H. Tose has already held that position 
longer than anyone in the 50-year history of the franchise, 

Tose purchased the Eagles for a sum in excess of $16 
million in 1969, but his support of the team as a fan and 
season ticket holder began years before that. H terest in 
football was nurtured, quite naturally, at the University of 
Notre Dame, where he was a member of the class of 1937. He 
has maintained close ties with his alma mater through the years and served on the 
alumn »eiation’s board of directors from 1969 to 1972. 

After college and service with the Army's military police, Leonard joined the 
family trucking business founded by his Russian immigrant father, the late Mike 
Tose, in his hometown of Bridgeport, Pa. He began working for the company as a 
truck driver and eventually became chairman of the board. While the trucking and 
various other business interests occupied much of his time, the Eagles and the National 
Football League have remained his primary concern during his 13 years as owner, 
Leonard currently serves on two of the most important executive committees within 
the NFL structure, the Management Council and NFL Films. 

The Eagles’ rise to the upper echelon of the NFL is a direct result of ‘Tose's 
philosophy of hiring competent personnel and then giving them the support they 
need to get the job done. His administrative expertise was recognized publicly in 1980 
when he was named pro football's Man of the Year by the Football News after the 
Eagles won the NFC championship and appeared in Super Bowl XV. The Eagles’ lo: 
in that game only made Leonard more determined to return to football's ultimate 
showcase and to come out on top. 

“There was a time when I said if we ever went to the Super Bow! I'd probably 
get out,” he commented prior to Super Bowl XV. “Now I can see where you might 
want to do it two or three times.” 


s social consciousness and philanthropy are well known in Philadelphia and 
he feels a strong kinship with the football fans who remained loyal to the Eagles 
through some lean years. remost among the institutions which have benefitted 
from his generosity is the Children’s Hospital of Philadelphia. Former Eales’ tight 
end Fred Hill, whose daughter Kim was afflicted with leukemia at the time, began a 
program called Eagles Fly for Leukemia in 1973, Happy that Hill's teammates rallied 
to the cause, Tose responded by guaranteeing to absorb all administrative costs of the 
program and by the completion of the 1982 season, nearly $2 million will have been 
generated for Children’s Hospital in an ongoing program. 

Leonard has also lent his financial and administrative support to the high school 
football programs in the city of Philadelphia. His personal donation of $79,000 in 1971 
helped insure the survival of the sport in the city’s public high school league when 
monetary problems threatened its existence and in 1975, his contribution helped 
establish the Philadelphia City All-Star Football Game to showcase the talents of 
inner-city players for coaches and scouts from the college level. 

“I feel a responsibility to this city, I always have,” Leonard says. “These fans 
supported us when we were winning two games a year and if you don't have feelings 
for people like that, what kind of man would you be?” The many people and organi- 
zations who have benefitted from his generosity know what kind of man Tose is.

General Manager 


Jim Murray began his career in professional sports 
minor league baseball executive and entered the NFL 
publie relations man, but in the eight years since being ap- 
pointed general manager by Eagles’ owner Leonard Tose, he 
has played a major role in helping the Birds become one of 
the most solid teams in football. 

In naming him to his current position five years after he 
joined the organization as assistant director of public relations, 
Tose recognized perhaps Murray's most prominent quality, 
his loyalty. “One of the best things I ever did was hire Jimmy,” Tose said in 1981 as 
the Eagles prepared for Super Bow! XV. “He may not have been what other people 
wanted, but he had two things that count: brains, and a sincere concern for people. 
And what a friend!” 

Murray, 44, is a native Philadelphian and a graduate of this city’s West Catholic 
High School and nearby Villanova University. Immediately after graduation from 
that school in 1960 he went to work for the Tidewater Tides of baseball's Sally 
League. 

After a stint of active duty in the Marine Corps Reserve, he returned to baseball 
as assistant general manager of the Atlanta Crackers, an affiliate of the St. Louis 
Cardinals. Murray lef baseball in 1964 to enter the re: first in Atlanta 
and then in Malibu, Cal. Two years later he returned to a sports career as sports 
information director at Villanova under his friend and mentor, athletic director Art 
Mahan. 

Three years later he joined the Eagles’ public relations 
became an administrative assistant with increased responsibi 
ba ckground puts him in the company of numerous NFL executives, including com- 
missioner Pete Rozelle. 

During his 13 years with the Eagles, Murray has 
number of community projects. He helped establish the ver 
for Leukemia campaign and played a leading role in helping to persuade many of 
his peers in the NFL to become involved with the unique Ronald McDonald House 
concept begun in Philadelphia in 1974. McDonald Houses provide temporary resi- 
dences, at little or no co for the families of children undergoing treatment for 
iP S 

Jim has also been an active supporter of football on the high school and college 
levels. In the early 1970's he served as color analyst and executive producer of Villa- 
nova Unive "s football network and he has been an advisor to the Philadelphia 
City All-Star High School Football Game which has helped more than 200 student- 
athletes receive college scholarship aid since 1975. 

In 1979, Murray served as sports chairman of the annual fund-raising drive of the 
Fellowship Commission of Philadelphia, a human rights organization dedicated to 
strengthening people-to-people relationships. On a personal level, that is what Murray 
does almost every day of his life. 

“This sport, because of its intensity, makes a team vulnerable to situations that 
might upset the tempo, "he says. “One letdown and you might be out of it. I try to put 
myself in the shoes of the players, the coaches, the owner and the fans. Sure, it's a 
great deal of pressure, but I also feel that I'm the luckiest guy in the world.” 

That feeling is also evident in Jim’s personal life. He and his wife, Diane, are the 
parents of five children: Karin, 23; Amy, 14; Jimmy Joe, 12; Brian, 11 and John Paul, 3. 
The Murrays reside in Rosemont, Pa.

Head Coach 


In the process of word association, only a few coaches in 
the National Football League come immediately to mind 
when their teams are mentioned. Say Miami Dolphins, and 
Don Shula is probably the first person one thinks of. The 
same goes for the Dallas Cowboys and Tom Landry, the 
Pittsburgh Steelers and Chuck Noll and now, the Philadelphia 
Eagles and Dick Vermeil. 

In terms of longevity with the club and total victories, 
already ranks second in the Eagles’ record book to Hall of Fame coach Earle 
“Greasy” Neale. Neale, who coached in Philadelphia for 10 seasons between 194] and 
1950, compiled a 66-44-5 overall record and two NFL championships. Vermeil, after 
guided the Birds to a 54-45 mark and four consecutive playoff 
1978. In that four-year span, only Dallas (47-17) and Pittsburgh 
bettered Philadelphia's 42-22 regular season record.

Vermeil has been a winner on every level of coaching, from his first high school 
head coaching assignment in 1960 through the junior and major college ranks and on 
to the NFL. 


Dick v born in Calistoga, Cal. on October 30, 1936 and grew upint town 
nestled in the Napa Valley wine country of northern California. His dedi n to 
football began when he starred at quarterback (and in three other sports) at tiny 
Calistoga High School. In between his sch« ic and athletic pursuits, he worked in 
the auto repair garage still operated by his father, Louis. With his dad setting the 
standards, Dick eventually became a proficient mechanic while developing the work 
ethic and devotion to excellence that have marked his coaching career. 


Vermeil continued to work in the garage while he attended nearby Napa Junior 
College and then San Jose State, where he played quarterback and later earned a 
Master's degree in phy education in 1959. 


Dick's first head coaching assignment in 1960 took him to Hillsdale High School 
in 1 Mateo, Cal. His three teams there compiled a 17-9-1 record through 1962 
before he moved on to become backfield coach at San Mateo Junior College in 1963. 
The following year he became head coach at his alma mater, Napa College, 
turned a perennially losing program into an immediate winner with a 7-2 record in his 
first season. 

In 1965 the major college ranks beckoned and Dick left Napa to join the Stanford 
staff of John Ralston. He remained there through 1968 when he resigned to become 
special teams coach under George Allen with the Los Angeles Rams. He returned to 
college coaching under Tommy Prothro at UCLA the next year but rejoined the NFL 
the following season when Prothro was named head coach of the Rams. Dick coached 
the Los Angeles quarterbacks under Prothro and was retained on the staff when 
Chuek Knox became head coach in 1973. 


Vermeil first rose to national prominence during a twe rtennre as head coach 
at UCLA. His Bruin teams compiled an overall record of I . one Pacifie-8 Con- 
ference title, and an upset of number-one ranked Ohio State in the 1976 Rose Bowl. 


It was the good fortune of both Vermeil and the Eagles that team owner Leonard 
Tose and general manager Jim Murray were watching that Rose Bowl contest on 
television, By the end of the game, they had penciled in the personable young coach's 


name at the top of their list of candidates for the vacant Eagles’ head coaching 
position. On February 8, 1976 he signed a five-year contract (later extended through 
1985) to become the Birds’ 15th head coach. 


Vermeil’s first two Eagles’ teams posted respective 4-10 and 5-9 records while he 
established the standards of preparation and effort that have characterized his teams 
on every level of play. In 1978 the Eagles broke through to a 9-7 mark that was good 
enough to win a spot in the NFL playoffs for the first time since 1960. The accom- 
plishment won recognition for Vermeil as United Press International's C Coach of 
the Year for 1978. He won similar honors from the Professional Football Writers of 
the Kansas City 101 Club and the Columbus (Ohio) Touchdown Club for 
the rebuilding job he had accomplished with a team that had not had a number one or 
number two draft choice since 1973. 


In 1979, with help trom a full draft for the first time, Dick directed the Eagles to 
an 11-5 mark second consecutive playoff appearance. The Birds defeated the 
Chicago Bears, 27-17, in the wildcard playoff game before being eliminated by the 
Tampa Bay Buccanee 


Even that upset loss couldn't tarnish the gloss of the Eagles’ most succe: ful 
season in 20 years. Vermeil’s contribution to the surge was reco; ed most signi 
cantly when his head coaching peers in the league voted him the NFL Coach of the 
Year in balloting conducted by the Sporting News. He was also named NFL Coach of 
the Year for 1979 by the Football Digest and NFC Coach of the of the Year for the 
second consecutive time by the PFWA and the Kansas City 101 Club. 


me in 1980 when the Birds soared to the top of the 
NFC with a best ever 12-4 regular season record and into Super Bow! XV with a 20-7 
win over Dallas in the conference championship game after a 31-16 playoff victory 
over the Minnesota Vikings. Dick won yet another honor when the Washington 
(D.C.) Touchdown Club named him NFL Coach of the Year for 1980.

Last year, the Birds appeared to be on their way to defending their NFC title 
until a late season slump forced them to settle for a 10-6 regular season record and 
second place finish in the NFC’s Eastern Division. Their 4th consecutive playoff 
appearance was a disappointing one as they were eliminated in the wildcard game by 
the New York Giants, 27-21. “We were a better team (than the Super Bowl XV 
edition) but everyone evaluates whether you were a better football team on the s 
of wins and losses,” says Vermeil. As always, the coach feels that his upcoming team 
will be improved and he’s hoping that improvement will be reflected this year in the 
record and the standings. 


Vermeil’s reputation as a workaholic is well deserved, but he manages to find 
time to help a number of worthy causes in the community, most notably the Special 
Olympics program, the Eagles Fly for Leukemia campaign, and the Pennsylvania 
School for the Deaf. For relaxation he enjoys hunting, photography and, in a carryover 
from his formative years, automobiles and auto racing. His father is still active in that 
sport in northern California. 

Dick has been married for 26 years to the former Carolyn (Carol) Drake, his high 
school sweetheart from Calistoga. They are the parents of three children, Richard, 24, 
David, 23, and daughter Nancy, 21. The Vermeils reside in Bryn Mawr, Pa.

December 27 at Veterans Stadium 


A dropped punt and a bobbled kickoff set up two of three New 
York touchdowns in the first period and the Eagles failed to claw 
their way out of the 20-0 hole that they had dug for themselves. 
Wally Henry's fumble while trying to field the first punt of the game 
set up the Giants for a six play, 25-yard scoring drive early in the 
first quarter. Later in the stanza, the Giants marched 62 yards for 
another score and when Henry mishandled the ensuing kickoff and 
New York's Mike Haynes recovered in the Philadelphia end zone, 
the Birds found themselves trailing by 20 points. The Eagles scored 
on two Wilbert Montgomery runs after long drives to cut a 27-7 
halftime deficit to 27-21 late in the game but could never regain 
possession as the Giants’ Rob Carpenter carried four straight times 
for 28 of his game-high 161 yards. It was the largest rushing total 
by an individual against the Eagles since Tony Dorsett ran for 206 
yards on 23 carries for Dallas in 1977.

The Eagles’ Story 
1930's 


1933 Frankford Yellowjackets’ franchise in the NFL awarded to syndicate headed by 
Bert Bell and Lud Wray for $2500, Club christened “Eagles” in honor of the 
symbol of the New Deal and the NRA. Eagles and Chicago Bears play in 
Philadelphia's first Sunday game (Nov. 12) at Baker Bowl Game ends in a 3-3 
tie. 

1935 General manager Bert Bell proposes an annual college draft to equalize talent in 
league. Proposal is adopted on May 19 for the 1936 season. 

1936 Eagles have first choice in inaugural college draft. Select University of Chicago 
back Jay Berwanger but fail to sign him. Bell becomes sole owner of club with 
$4000 bid. Playing site for home games moves from Baker Bowl to Municipal 
Stadium. 

1939 Davey O'Brien, Texas Christian's All-American quarterback, signs with Eagles 
for reported $12,000 per annum salary and percentage of the gate. O'Brien plays 
in every game and sets NFL passing yardage record with 1,324. 


1940's 
1940 Home playing site switches from Municipal Stadium to Shibe Park. Art Rooney 
sburgh buys half interest in the Eagles after selling the Pittsburgh franchise 
Thompson of New York. 

1941 Rooney and Thompson swap franchises, Rooney returning to Pittsburgh and 
Thompson taking over th sles. Bert Bell joins Rooney ulltime partner in 
Pittsburgh.

1947 Rookie end Pete Pihos, Van Buren and Bosh Pritchard combine with an over- 
powering defense to lead Philadelphia into the NFL championship game for the 
first time. Chicago Cardinals score 28-21 victory to win title at icy Comiskey 
Park. 

1948 Eagles win their first NFL championship, downing the Chicago Cardinals, 7-0, 
in a blinding snowstorm at Shibe Park. Team finishes with overall record of 
10-2-1.

Wolman purchases the franchise. 

1964 Former Ch: sand Washington Redskins coach Joe Kuharich signs 
as head cc series of major trades designed to rebuild the club. 

1966 After extensive roster changes, the Eagles finish 9-5 for their first winning season 
in five years. 

1967 Quarterback Norm Snead and flanker Ben Hawkins set respective team pass 
and receiving records but key injuries to other players contribute to a d 
pointing second place finish and 6-7-1 record. 

1969 Leonard Tose purchases the franchise from Jerry Wolman for $16.1 million, at 
the time a record price for a professional sports team. ‘lose names former 
receiving great Pete Retzlaff as general manager and Jerry Williams as head 
coach,

Under new coach Mike McCormack and new quarterback Roman Gabriel, the 
Eagles have an exciting offensive season but it is not enough to keep them from 
a 5-8-1 record. In his first year as a fulltime wide receiver, Harold Carmichael 
leads the NFL with 67 pass receptions. Carmichael and three other Eagles, tight 
end Charles Young, safety Bill Bradley and Gabriel, are selected to play in the 
Pro Bowl. 


Under newly appointed general manager Jim Murray, the Eagles trade with 
Cincinnati and acquire linebacker Bill Bergey. Bergey bolsters the defense and 
wins Pro Bowl honors along with Charles Young, who becomes the third con- 
secutive Eagle to lead the league in pass receptions. 

After a 4-10 season in 1975, Tose appoints 39-year-old Dick Vermeil of UCLA as 
head coach. Bill Bergey wins All-NFC and Pro Bowl recognition. 
Quarterback Ron Jaworski is obtained from the Los Angeles Rams in exchange 
for the rights to tight end Charles Young.

With an 11-5 regular season record—their best since 1961—the Eagles tie Dallas 
for first place in the NFC East and go to the playoffs as a wildcard team, After 
trimming Chicago, 27-17 in the playoffs, the Birds are upset at Tampa Bay, 
24-17. Montgomery sets a club record with 1,512 rushing yards and Harold 
Carmichael sets a new NEL record during the season against Cleveland by 
catching a pass in his LO6th consecutive game. Barefoot rookie kicker Tony 
Franklin k the second longest field goal in NFL history —59 yards —in 31-21 
win at Dallas. Dick Vermeil’s head coaching peers vote him NFL Coach of the 
Year honors.

THE FRITO-LAY 
STORY 


From little children to senior citizens, nearly everyone in Philadelphia loves 
pretzels in all of their various shapes and sizes. The market researchers of 
Frito-Lay, Inc. discovered that fact a few years ago when they found that the 
Delaware Valley's seven million people, while representing only three percent 
of the nation’s population, consumed fully 20 percent of the nation’s pretzel 
production. They also learned that pretzels and another favorite, potato chips, 
constituted more than 77 percent of the Philadelphia area's total snack sales. 
Clearly this was great news for Frito-Lay and eventually for the Eagles’ favorite 
charity, Eagles Fly for Leukemia and its primary beneficiary, the local Children’s 
Hospital. 


Armed with their impressive research statistics and with a desire to in- 
crease their identity and share of the local market, Frito-Lay officials ap- 
proached the Eagles in 1975 with a unique concept: for each touchdown 
scored by the team during the 1975 season, Frito-Lay would contribute $500 to 
Eagles Fly for Leukemia. At that rate, an immediate $33,500 was generated for 
Children's Hospital after one season. Impressive as that figure was, it was only 
the beginning. 

By 1977, Frito-Lay had revised the contribution system and began to 
donate $100 for each POINT scored by the Eagles, thus recognizing points 
after touchdown, field goals and even the occasional safety in their accounting. 
That decision meant a total of $68,200 for the 1977-78 seasons, The 1979 
contribution of $51,000 was, up to that time, a new one season record but one 
that would soon be bettered. 


In 1980, on their way to the NFC championship and Super Bowl XV, the 
Eagles exploded for a club record 384 points in the regular season, 98 points in 
the pre-season and 61 in the three post-season contests. All of that scoring 
amounted to a record total of $60,500, including the traditional $200 for each 
point scored in three confrontations with Dallas, the headquarters city of Frito- 
Lay, Inc. 

Last year Frito-Lay topped the $50,000 mark for the third time with a 
contribution of $51,900, bringing their total to a whopping $271,900 since 1975. 

“The program has been incredibly successful for Frito-Lay and for the 
people of Philadelphia," says Charles Suscavage, the company's director of 
public relations. "Working with Children’s Hospital, our employees have become 
better people and that benefits not only Frito-Lay but also the city of Philadelphia. 


“It's a program where everyone wins, the Eagles, the hospital, the city, 
Frito-Lay, but most of all, the kids. And really, isn’t that what it's all about?" 
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Helping children.is the obvious core of Frito-Lay's continued involvement 
with Eagles Fly for Leukemia. Dr. Audrey Evans, director of oncology at Chil- 
dren's Hospital, points to the institution's 12-bed oncology unit on the 6th floor 
and the 9th floor lab complex as two specific results of Eagles Fly and Frito-Lay 
contributions. “We couldn't have done it without them,” says Dr. Evans. "Now 
that these two main projects are completed, | suspect that the money from now 
on will continue to support the bone marrow transplant program. We do about 
25 of them a year and they are very expensive.” 


Dr. Evans doesn't have to say that they are also very necessary. The 
Eagles and Frito-Lay remain committed to guaranteeing that no child will be 
denied the procedure because of the expenses involved. For everyone con- 
cerned, that is the beauty of the entire program. 


When the Eagles scored a 52-10 victory at St. Louis last season, Bill Baron of Frito-Lay, Inc., visited 
coach Dick Vermeil's television show to present a Frito-Lay check in the amount of $5,200 to the 
Eagles Fly for Leukemia campaign. Representing $100 a point, it was the largest single contribution by 
Frito-Lay in the seven years of their involvement with the Eagles’ charity.

TELEVISION AND RADIO: Network television and visiting radio facili 
ties are located on the 4th level between press boxes A and B. Network TV 
credentials can be obtained through the network game producer while visit-

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Sideline credentials for field photographers are 


issued by the sles’ Public Relations Department only. Space limitations 
make it impossible to accredit freelance photographers who are not on 
specific assignment by a recognized sports or news publication.

All field photog- 
raphers are reminded that they must remain outside the bench areas and 
behind the broken yellow lines that surround the entire perimeter of the 
playing field. 

LOCKER ROOMS: Admission to the home and visiting locker rooms after 
a game is determined by each team. There is absolutely no admission to the 
locker rooms before or during a game. 

PRESS CLUB: Admittance to the Press Club before, during and after a 


game is limited to persons holding game credentials. Absolutely no one else 
is permitted in the dining area.

Selection of Clubs 

1. Three division champions from each conference. 

2. Two “Wild Card” clubs (non-champions with two best records) from each conference. 
Both wild cards may come from the same division. Clubs eliminated in Division

Pairings and Priority 

1. First Round—Wild cards play each other. Home clubs will be the clubs with the best 
won-lost-tied percentage in the regular season.
